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Now for Work! 


THE friends of the book trade reform have 
now nothing more to ask in the way of legisla- 
tion, and little more in that of organization. 
We need local associations to complete the ma- 
chinery of action, but'the legislation itself has 
been already accomplished in the American 
Book Trade Association, the Western and Cen- 
tral Booksellers’ Associations, and the Publish- 
ers’ Board of Trade. These have done all that 
any can at present ask forthe reform of the 
trade. 

But laws, or rules and regulations, amount to 
little, unless they are made the basis of practi- 
cal work. The reform is a success, and yet its 
success remains to be determined. Opportu- 
nity may yet be thrown away. if those who have 
been put in charge of the active work fail at 
this crisis to do their full duty. Already there 
are many friends of the reform who are becom- 


ing lukewarm, because of the dilatoriness of 


others. We can not afford to lose these friends. 
What is now wanted is thorough work to bring 
all the members of the trade, especially in the 
great centres, into these associations, and make 
the rules operative at once. This work resides 
primarily in the executive committee of the 
national association, and we call at once upon 
this body to lose no time in having every mem- 
ber of the trade in New-York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, Cincinnati, and other centres, 
large and small, visited and pressed to join the 
association, by affixing their signatures to its 
provisions. It has been found that even those 
who already sympathize strongly with the re- 
form are not likely to come into it unless they 
are asked, and the reform will lose strength, in- 
stead of gaining, with every day that they are 
left unasked. We have already had many sug- 
gestive queries made to us on this subject. We 
Say, as strongly as we can say, that the execu- 
tive officers of the national and the other associa- 
tions have the whole matter now in their hands. 
The trade look to them for effective and imme- 
diate work that shall settle the question once 
for all, and settle it in the right way. 


WE notice that the Western trade are being 
greatly troubled by a feature of underselling 
which is best exemplified by an advertisement 
in the Chicago Post and Mail, which, “ having 
made very favorable arrangements with Eastern 
publishers, will furnish its subscribers with 
books and periodicals” at, as a rule, twenty per 
cent discount. This is a case which should be 
looked after by the publishers and jobbers. 
We beg leave, in behalf of the Western trade, 
to call their attention to the matter.

The Publishers Weekly. 
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STATIONERY AND FANCY GOODS. 


THE market for fancy goods and stationery 
this week is without special interest, owing 
chiefly to the late political campaign. Now 
that the battle has been fought, however, mer- 
chants are returning to their regular duties, 
and, though late in the season, a good trade is 
anticipated. The result of the campaign is 
looked upon with satisfaction, as it is now 
thought that the next Congress will give all 
necessary attention to the questions of cur- 
rency and specie payments, and settle the 
financial policy of the country upon some posi- 
tive basis. Though the last Congress made 
many attempts to decide the financial questions 
before them, it is but just to say that no one 
appeared who was sufficiently well versed in 
the exigencies of the moment to cope with 
the points at issue. The result of the election 
has been to put many new men in responsible 
positions ; Congress has undergone a much- 
desired addition to its membership, and it is 
this infusion of new blood which ‘is expected 
to produce additional vigor, which, it is hoped, 
will result in a general betterment. 

In stationery, the season has so far been 
dull, but the importations have been smaller 
than usual, and but few goods remain on hand 
unsold. With domestic papers, the case is the 
same. The manufacturers have only been 
working on limited time, and what stock has 
been produced has been disposed of. This is 
the case generally, with the exception of fine 
writing-papers, which have accumulated upon 


the hands of the manufacturers, who, in order 
to get rid of them, have been compelled to 


lower their prices. This is, of course, disas- 
trous, but sales have in this manner been 
effected, and money has been put in circula- 
tion that under other circumstances would 
have remained idle. In blank-books and stan- 
dard stationery there has been a tolerable 
trade. 

The trade in fancy goods has been rather 
brisk, and both the importers and dealers are 
now preparing for the holidayseason. The im- 
portations thus far have been somewhat less in 
the aggregate than they were last year, but they 
have been sufficient to answer all demands. 
The trade complains about the numerous in- 
conveniences to which importers have been 
put at the Custom-house, but they look for- 
ward to the next Congress for aremedy. The 
fact that a remedy is at all obtainable has in- 
spired confidence, and the business for the 
coming month, it is thought, will be both brisk 
and profitable. 

There are but few novelties upon the market 
either in stationery or fancy goods, but among 
the few may be mentioned a new chess-board, 
offered by Mr. Willy Wallach. This article is 
manufactured of native woods, handsomely 
inlaid, and it folds up to a convenient size for 
carrying. They sell for $5—thirty per cent off. 

The double repp papers have become quite 
popular, and are now used in great quantities 
for fine circulars, invitations. 

Messrs. Porter & Coates have issued a hand- 
some list of autograph and writing albums. 
The former sell from $4 to $24 per dozen, and 
the latter at from $1 to $4 per dozen. They 
are of all sizes and styles, and the rates are 
such as to commend them to every one. 

Messrs. Milton Bradley & Co. have issued a 
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number of highly instructive games for the 
coming holidays. We may here specify the 
game of Bible Characters and Events, Corona, 
or Banner and Crown, and the game of Ameri- 
can History of Patriots of the Revolution. 
These games are all new, and they will all be 
found highly instructive. They are all of an 
entirely new character, and not, as is too often 
the case with new games, an old system of play- 
ing under a new name. For fireside amuse- 
ment nothing could be better.
